Texas Pacifie Railroad 


The Texas or Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company has organized in-this city under 
circumstances that promise the speedy con- 
struction of this great undertaking. Mar- 
shall O. Roberts, Esq., of this city, has been 
appointed President with permission to ac- 
quire a a controling share of the stock, and 
with the understanding that he shall have 
the management of the work. He is 
associated in the company with Jeading 
capitalists of this city and Philadelphia, and 
under circumstances that promise that asuffi- 
cient amount of money will be forthcoming 
for the work. But the undertaking is a vast 
one, and it will require no ordinary resources 
to meet the enormous outlay necessary. 
Nothing short of a combination of the fore- 
most business talent and the heaviest capital- 
ists in the United States can hope to success- 
fully accomplish this great undertaking. 

Beyond the appointment of a president, M. 


O. Roberts, Esq., and a_ treasurer, Samuel 
Sloan, Esq., the details of organizatiof? have 


not yet been perfected. Mr. Sloan has quali- 
fied for his position by giving bonds to the 
amount of four bundred thousand dollass, 
election of directors is to take place at a 
meeting to be called by the President, ot 
which due notice will be given. A sum of 
two hundred thousand dollars, already on 
hand, has been ordered to be deposited subject 
to interest with the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company The preliminary organization, so 
far, is important, as securing to this city the 
management and controlling interest in 
the work. [Ft is also satisfactory to know 
that the great interests represented by Mr. 
Scott, of the Pennsylvania Railway Compa- 
ny, have been harmonized with those repre- 
sented by Mr. Roberts and his friends. This 
insures that there will be no’ conflict of in- 
terests or opinions in an undertaking in 
which perfect harmony and unity of action 
are indispensable. 

The Texas Pacific Railroad, as the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad is uow calied, is in every 
sense of the word a national undertaking. 
It will aid powerfully in developing the re- 
sources of the South, and will open a vast 
and powerful cotton region to commerce. 
The eastern terminus of the road will be at 
Marshall, Texas, and from that point it will 
follow the thirty-second degree of parallel to 
Sandiego, a commodious seaport in Califor- 
nia, about four hundred miles from San 
Francisco, which will be connected with San 
Diego by a branch line now in course of con- 
struction. The entire South will experience 
the stimulus imparted by this work. It will 
lead to the speedy completion of the conncc- 
ting lines projected, or already partially con- 
structed, and which bisect the cotton States. 
The lines from Marshall to Brunswick, in 
Georgia, and from Marshall to New Orleans, 
will be speedily finished, and work will be 
resumed on the scarcely Jess important line 
from Memphis to a point of junction with 
the Texas and Pacific Railroad.—Hrchange. 
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Atlanta and Savannah Kailroad. 


Tie subject of the above road is again on 
the tapis in this section, and the anxiety of 
the people to have the road built is increasing. 
A rumor has been afloat that Savannah and 
Atlanta intend to subscribe only on condition 
that the road is as far as possible an air-line, 
thus leaving out every town of any size be- 
tween Tenneille and Atlanta. All the citi- 
zens between these two points would in this 
event strenuously oppose it, if their interests 
also were not consulted in the construction. 
An air-line would cross the Macon and Augus- 
ta Railroad just four and a half miles north 
of Milledgeville, two south of Eatonton, and 
geven north of Monticello. 

By deflecting the road so as to touch these 
points, only about five miles more of track 
would be necessary, and the increased sub- 
scriptions would more than compensate for 
the additional outlay. These facts will no 
doubt be taken into consideration when the 
actual building of the road is initiaied. We 
understand that the Central Road will take 
stock in the cape sy by giving the use of 
their line from this place to Eatonton, a fine 
trackof twenty-two miles. Monticello needs 
a railroad, and the interests of Jasper county 
should not be entirely overlooked. Let the 
citizens along the proposed route subscribe 
liberally, and then they can have matters to

Orleans Times gives the following gloomy 
picture of the condition of California, which 
if true, is an excellent State to emigrate from. 
He says: 

“We are having very hard times, indeed; 
very many peopie are leaving us, returning 
to their old homes east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. Thisdry year has broken up many 
farmers; provisions are very high; in fact 
the only thing that does not tumble down 
is what we are. obliged to have—some- 
thing to. eat. Our berry” season hrs 
come round again; strawberries are 25 cents 
for two pounds— cheap enough, you wiil 
think; but then flour, from which we make 
the staff of life, bread, is $3 50 a barrel; po- 
tatoes, two cents a pound for old and tree 
for new; sweet potatoes, five cents a pound. 
The common necessaries of life are high, Ia- 
bor searce and money hard to vet hold of. 
You can see that the laboring classes must be 
very bad off. As I have said before, this is 
a very poor country for cither farming or 
stock-raising, as the grain to feed-the stock 
both depend on the rain, which often fails to 
come when most needed,

A New Thing intheGlue Trade,
